One Of World’s Greatest Men 
Dr, Edward Acheson Made Fortune 
In Ten Years 
Dr. Edward Goodrich Acheson died 
in New York a few weeks ago of 


pneumonia after a short illness. 
At sixteen an inventor, at 21 a 


| railroad clerk at $10 a week, broke at 


40 and at 50 a millionaire—this was 
Edward Goodrich Acheson, inventor 
of carborundum, of artificial graphite, 
the man who gave to Europe its first 
electric lights, and the father of 
electro-chemistry. 

Dr. Acheson was always the in- 
ventor. On March 5, 1873, when he 
was only sixteen years old, the 
United States patent office issued 
to him a patent on a boring machine 
for “improvements in process of min- 
ing coal, ore, clay, etc.’ A year later 
he put his inventive genius to its first 
practical use. In his book, ‘A Path- 
finder,” he writes: 

“I bought a number of cheap yel- 
low metal watches, Fitting up gal- 
vanic batteries, I secured a number 
of my mother's silver forks and with 
them as anodes, silver-plated the 
watch case, and sold them at an in- 
creased price."’ This was his first ac- 
quaintance with the uses -of electric- 
ity. 

It has been said Dr. Acheson was 
one of the four greatest men the 
world ever knew. 


Britain Retains Kolapore Cup 


Canada Comes Close Second To 
Winning the Trophy 

By the narrow margin of four points 
the Mother Country successfully de- 
fended the Rajah of Kolapore's Im- 
perial Challenge Cup against the on- 
slaughts of teams from Canada, 
Guernsey, Jersey, and India on the 
Bisley ranges Tuesday afternon, July

Funds For Alberta 


Settleinent Of School Lands Case Is 


Satisfactory To Province 

Close to ten million dollars in pro- 
vincial assets, with nearly a half mil- 
lion a year in interest for three years, 
will be coming to Alberta as a result 
of the settlement of the school lands 
funds case. Hon. R. G. Reid, provin- 
cial treasurer, has been advised from 
Ottawa that the Dominion Govern- 
ment has issued a three-year de- 
benture for $9,564,569, bearing inter- 
est at 5 per cent. until July 1, 1984, 
payable half-yearly. 

The debentures thus issued to Al- 
berta's credit represents accumulated 
principal moneys fzom the sale of 
school lands since the organization of 
the province in 1905. All funds from 
this source have heretofore been 
handled by the Dominion, which has 
retained the principal and paid inter- 
est to the province. With the trans- 
fer of the Natural Resources from 
Dominion to Provincial control. the 
school lands funds now pasa to the 
province as part of the public domain. 

Negotiations leading up to this set- 
tlement have been under way for a 
considerable time past. The conclu- 
sion now reached is regarded as high- 
ly advantageous to the province, and 
both Premier Brownlee and Treasur- 
er Reid express themselves as well 
pleased with the outcome.

In August 

Vancouver, B,C.—The first non-stop 
flight across Canada, from Halifax to 
Vancouver, will be atempted August 
14 by J. Williams, of Ottawa, in the 
course of a triangle flight, Vancouver, 
Mexico City and back to Halifax, ac- 
cording to a telegram received by 
Airport Manager William Templeton.
